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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Aldridge et al 
(5,737,693) in view of Stern (6,625,448). 

Consider claim 5. Aldridge teaches a peripheral unit (35 and 40, fig. 3) for connecting a 
mobile phone terminal (RF subsystem under test 25; col. 3, In. 35-48) with a terminal evaluation 
unit (PC 30, col. 3, In. 35-56) that carries out an evaluation test of the mobile phone terminal, the 
peripheral unit comprising a dedicated connection port (PCIF card 35, fig. 3) for connecting the 
terminal evaluation unit; a first general purpose connection port for connecting the mobile phone 
terminal (IQ port 1 10 or GPIO port 120, fig. 3); a second general purpose connection port (TAC 
port 100, fig. 3) for connecting an external device (external source 52, fig. 3); and a format 
converter for converting a transmission signal format between the dedicated connection port and 
the first general purpose connection port (col. 3, In. 57 to col. 4, In. 2). Aldridge, however, does 
not teach that the terminal evaluation unit carries out an evaluation of acoustic characteristics of 
the mobile phone terminal. 

Stern teaches a terminal evaluation unit carries out an evaluation of acoustic 
characteristics of the mobile phone terminal (col. 2, In. 64 to col. 3, In. 51). 
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Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to utilize the teachings of Stern into the teachings of Aldridge, since one of 
the problems of testing communication devices, such as cellular phones, and landline phones, is 
how to test the acoustics in a realistic environment. Many systems that are tested in a controlled 
environment with controlled conditions may not perform the same once placed in use. A device 
that operated well during laboratory testing may be unacceptable once exposed to a realistic 
environment. Thus, it is important for the device to be tested in the same environment as it will 
be used by a customer, and on a live system, to ensure the device is working properly and the 
sound quality is acceptable.
